SAFETY EDUCATION HELPS 
According to Edward J . O'Meara, hig h­ 
way commissioner of Wisconsin, the rate 
of increase 
of 
automobile 
accidents is 
g reater among ex perienced driv ers than 
among those of two or less y ears' driv ing 
ex perience. 
This does not mean that we should not 
attempt to make sure new driv ers are 
competent before licensing them to op­ 
erate cars, but it does indicate that care­ 
lessness is the 
principal 
cause 
of the 
mounting toll of automobile deaths and 
injuries. 
The so-called “ g ood'’ driv ers 
are those who do the ex cessiv e speeding 
on stretches of narrow, 
twisting 
road, 
x v ho pass on corners, weav e in and out 
of traffic, and do the rest of the thing s 
that result in crashes. 
Rig id enforcement 
of 
driv ing 
codes 
alone cannot ov ercome this because the 
patrolman is limited to the v ery small 
piece of road on which he can be at any 
g iv en time. 
A sense of responsibility , of 
duty , must in some way be instilled in 
those who use the hig hway s, to materially 
reduce the accident record. 
General safety education in schools is 
now producing 
tang ible 
results in the 
form of fewer 
deaths 
to 
children of 
school ag e— and the knowledg e implant­ 
ed in malleable minds, will be retained 
by the adult. 
Education, v iv idly and un­ 
remitting ly pursued, is the g reatest factor 
in fig hting the accident menace. 
-- 
THE RAILROADS IN 1 930 
The complete operating statistics for 
the American railroads during 19 30 hav e 
just been issued. 
To ev en the casual 
reader, they v iv idly illustrate the plig ht 
in which our principal transport medium 
finds itself as the result of hig h tax es, 
unreg ulated 
competition 
and 
business 
conditions. 
As compared with 19 29 , the number of 
tons of rev enue freig ht handled by the 
lines last y ear decreased almost 400,000,- 
000. 
Freig ht rev enue went down $7 24,- 
000,000, and 
passeng er 
rev enue $144,, 
000,000. 
Car loading s were lox v er than 
in any y ear since 19 22, number of passen­ 
g ers carried the least since 19 03, and op­ 
erating recenue the lowest since 19 19 . 
The number of railway employ es de­ 
clined from 1,661,000 to 1,48 8 .000. Total 
purchases 
for 
materials 
and 
supplies 
were $29 1,000,000 
below 
19 29 . 
Tax es 
were $48 ,000,000 under that y ear, due to 
lower earning s and the consequent de­ 
crease in income tax es. 
Howev er, earn­ 


ing s declined relativ ely more than tax es, 
so that the percentag e of rev enue con­ 
sumed by the tax collector was the hig h­ 
est in history . 
The only brig ht spots are in the con­ 
tinued increase in operating efficiency . 
Sev eral new speed and economy records 
were established a:id 
further 
prog ress 
was made in safety , both for passeng ers 
and employ es. 
In the interest of American prog ress 
and prosperity a way must be found to 
increase railroad rev enue and thereby 
speed up activ ity of one of our g reatest 
industrial employ ers and purchasers of 
supplies. 
♦------------ 
HARDIHOOD SURVIVES 
The try ing times of the frontier ag e 
are a long way remov ed from most Amer­ 
icans. 
Nev ertheless, there are still times 
when sudden emerg encies compel people 
to display all the courag e and hardihood 
of the pioneers. 
A forest fire recently swept throug h 
the Priest riv er v alley in Washing ton. Out 
of it, afterward, came news of the re­ 
markable way in wrhich Mr. and Mrs. R. 
S. Daly , who liv ed on a ranch in the path 
of the fire, sav ed the liv es of their three 
children. 
Daly had been out in the forest with 
other men try ing to check the flames. Un­ 
able to do so the men retreated to the 
ranch. 
There the fire surrounded them, 
and the ranch building s caug ht fire, the 
Hannibal Courier-Post states. 
The Daly children were sick. 
The only 
place of refug e was a small creek that 
ran a hundred 
y ards 
or so 
from the 
house. So close were the flames that the 
water in this stream was warm to the 
touch. 
Down to the creek the Daly s carried 
their children. 
In the mud near the wa­ 
ter they hastily scooped out a pit, in 
which they placed the children. 
Then 
they cov ered them with wet earth, leav ­ 
ing only their heads ex posed. 
The heat, howev er, was so intense that 
the children could hardly endure it. 
So, 
for the rest of the day , the two parents 
stood there and poured the warm x v ater 
from the creek ov er the heads of their 
children. 
It isn't often that such a tale of hand- 
to-hand combat with the elements reaches 
the 
newspapers. 
The 
whole 
incident 
sounds like something that came down 
from pioneer day s. 
It is a piece with 
the heroic and trag ic stories that dot the 
records of frontier communities. 
Yet it happened in this y ear of 19 31, 
within a comparativ ely few miles of the 
g reat cities of the Pacific northwest. 
The frontier has v anished; but here 
and there the nation still has men and 
women who hav e to face, ev ery so often, 
the stern tests of the old day s. And when 
they do they are able to face them x v ith- 
out flinching . 
♦ -------------- 
LAWS VS. CHARACTER 
From Moberly Monitor-Index . 
The people of the United States hav e 
g reat faith in the power of the statute. Of 
leg islativ e enactments they ex pect mir­ 
acles. 
Not ev en the supernatural could 
achiev e some of the duties the people im­ 
pose upon the laws their leg islativ e rep­ 
resentativ es make for them. 
It is not unusual for the American peo­ 
ple to seek self-discipline throug h laws. 
They inv oke the statute books to restrain 
them from doing that which they believ e 
they should not do but lack the moral 
courag e and will power to refrain from 
doing . 
For many y ears leg islatures in ev ery 
state hav e enacted laws desig ned to pre­ 
v ent the indiv idual from squandering his 
earning s and dissipating his sav ing s. The 
statute books are cluttered with enact­ 
ments ag ainst g ambling of all sorts and 
descriptions, dishonest stock salesmen and 
their worthless 
wares, 
confidence men 
and their schemes, land sharks, promo­ 
tors and org anizers. 
Ev ery law of this sort is a confession of 
weakness on the part of some portion of 
the nation's populace. 
Each stands on 
the statute books as an accusing fing er 
pointing to those who hav e so little char­ 
acter that they must be disciplined by law 
like the child must be disciplined by its 
parent. 
If too much discipline is detri­ 
mental to the character of the child, will 
not too many laws tend to undermine the 
national character? 
As a rule laws are futile in streng then­ 
ing the character of an indiv idual or a 
people. 
Aften statutes hav e serv ed the 
natural dev elopment of character throug h 
education. 
It must be manifest to ail 
that the 
so-called 
“ purse-string " 
laws 
hav e hailed to check the public from ex ­ 
ercising its g ambling instinct in g ames of 
chances, wild-cat stocks and betting .

T. V. Soong minister of finance 
said the g overnment is contenplat- 
Ing cash purchases of foodstuffs, 
in addition to credit purchases, to 
the extent of about $50,000,000 Mexi­ 
can ($10,000,000 g old). 
He declar­ 
ed the g overnment must assume 
the responaibilty for about $60,000,- 
000 Mexican lor immediate relief 
req uirements. 
Soong pointed out, however that 
owing to the severity of crop and 
property 
damag e, 
the 
expcditure 
of even $10,000,000 Mexican ($20,- 
000,000 g old) would hardly be suf­ 
ficient to furnish necessities of life 
for the flood victims. 
The Associated press learned that 
the Chinese g overnment inten4s to 
address a new req uest to Washing ­ 
ton, seeking more liberal terms in 
connection with the proposed sale 
of 15,000,000 bushels of wheat to 
China by the United States Farm 
Board. 
Meanwhile Hankow, center of the 
flood area, entered its second stag e 
of privation today when the meat 
supply failed. 
Additional supplies 
must bo floated to the city down 
the Yang tse river from above the 
flood 
area. 
Since 
the veg etable 
supply was exhausted several day s 
ag o. the populace has been depend­ 
ing upon g rain. 
Hankowites also were apprehen­ 
sive lest destruction of the city 
be completed by a ty phoon, the 
forerunner of which, a strong wind, 
was W'hipping what remained of the 
once important Yang tse river port.

of New York, the rating bureau for 
the 
companies, 
asked 
increases 
which is estimated will add about 
a q uarter of a million dollars an­ 
nually to industrial insurance bills 
in Missouri. 
A three percent emerg ency in­ 
crease is asked by the companies 
because of the increase in cost of 
business in Missouri added to an 
increase in the number and size of 
claims. Costs also have been raised 
the insurance g roup contends, be­ 
cause the depression has forced a 
shutdown in many industrial plants 
or a drop in production and conse­ 
q uently decrease in number of em­ 
ploy es. 
Another one per cent addition Is 
soug ht because of a law passed by 
the last leg islature, to take effect 
September 14, w'hich increases the 
medical benefit from $250 for a 60 
day period to $750 for a 9 0 day 
period. 
This law, the 
insurance 
companies say , will add 
another 
burden to the costs in Missouri.
